tute of Technology and Harvard. The 
Spanish-American Club of Tech is 
planning to establish courses in 
Spanish to be given by student vo- 
lunteers three times a week. Artemio 
Gutierrez, one of the students, lead- 
ing the movement. 

.Mr. Gutierrez. working with 
George W. Nasmyth, of the World 
Peace Foundation and Harvard, is 
making preliminary arrangements 
for a tour of students from the 
United states to South America next 
summer In August and September. 
The purpose will be to attend the 
fourth International Congress of stu- 
dents which meets in Santiago, Chile, 
from Sept. 10 to 18, 1914. This con- 
gress will mark the one hundred and 
third anniversary or Chilean inde- 
pendence and plans are being made 
for special entertainment. 

The committee on the arrange- 
ments for the international congress 
in Chile are in correspondence with a 
committee here and express them- 
selves as desirous of having a large 
representation of North American 
students at the congress. Former 
congresses have been composed or 
South American student* the purpose 
being to emphasize unity of ideals 
and community interests among 
South American students.

I address upon "Ire Conditions' of 1 
the St. Lawrence." at the Physics 1 
building, at Varsity, Saturday, made 
the foregoing statement when 
speaking of the generally dilatory 
action of governments in assisting men 
of science when they came forward 
with some project for the public weal. 

Prof. liâmes emphasized the Import- 
ance of keeping the St. Lawrence open 



at all times for shipping, nnd this, he 
said, could easily be done by the pro- 
vision of more and heavier ice break- 
ers. 

Tho professor showed that the ice 
field which Ilea across Transatlantic 
routes is smallest along the Canadian 
route, being; only one hundred and 
eighty miles In extent, while the other 
routes had fields several hundred miles 
wide. 

Ho was engaged in experiments 
which would have been considerably 
more ndvunced if he had received more 
support from tho Government. Thej 
did not allow him the use of a ship 
which w.i absolutely necessary to ob- 
tuin conclusive data. If the Govern- 
ment had acceded to his request six 
years ago. scientific Information of a 
valuable character would have been ob- 
tained before the Titanic disaster. 




SPOTS ON THE SUN 



It was Murk Twain who complained 
that people kept talking and talking 
about the weather, but nobody ' ever 
did anything about it. This just re- 
proach may be removed as the result 
of some very important discoveries 
that have been made by a little group 
of American meteorologists. These 
scientists have been carefully observ- 
ing the sun for ten years, and have 
come to the conclusion that our wca

Invention by Prof. S. P. Lang ley, 
the Smithsonian Institute, of a remark? 
able Instrument he culled the bolo- 
meter. This apparatus Is a thermom- 
eter of such surpassing sensitiveness 
(hut it will record u millionth of a de- 
gree of heat. Equipped with bolo- 
meters, a special point of observation 
was established near the summit of 
Mount Whitney, in California, and an- 
other in Algiers. The object of making 
the observations from two widely sep- 
arated stations Was to Insure against 
error due to local atmospheric changes. 
For ten years, the bolometers have 
been at work in California and Africa, 
and the scientists believe that the time 
has been hmg enough to Justify them 
in making some Important general- 
izations concerning sun spots. 

They have found, for instance, that 
tun spots appear nnd disappear Willi 
a certain regularity. Every eleven 
years tho sun spots reach a maximum 
us regards number and area. Pour 
years later they have reached a mini- 
mum, from which (hey gradually in- 
crease for seven years. They have 
also found that Uic sun spots have u 
controlling effect upon the amount of 
heat radiated from the sun. They 
act as a sort of blanket, and less heat 
comes ft 
under th 



fur the difference, and that the amount 
of radiation as far as the sun was Con- 
cerned was constant. This, however. 

has been shown tO be a fallacy, und 
Professors Abbot! and l'on le. who con* 
ducted the experiments, believe that the 
current Ulcus about the cause or 
changes In (he Weather will be shown 
to be equally fallacious. 

If their theory Is right, and the 
coming un<i disappearing of sun spots 
ran lie predicted years or months in 
advance, it follows that it should be 
possible to make weather forecasts 
six months or so ahead of time. It 
would nm be possible tu know, of 
course, that it would rain on n given 
day in the future, but It would be 
known whether the winter would be 
a severe or a mild one. whether the 
spring would be late or early, whether 
the summer would be net or dry. In 
other words, it would be possible to 
know as much as the patent medicine 
almanacs pretend to know. That this 
knowledge would mean the saving of 
many millions of dollars a year is 
plain after a moment's thought. Farm- 
ers, for Instance, would know what 
sort of a crop t° sow In order to lake 
advantage of the coming season. Man- 
ufacturers would know what sort of
